Long-hitting at Grange 


A former Rugby international, W. P. 
Hinton, accomplished the astonishing feat 
of holing out in two at a hole of 478 yards 
at Grange last Sunday. Not only is the 
seventeenth the longest hole on the course, 
but the second shot has to be played up 


_ quite a sharp hill, so that, on the flat, the 


distance between tee and green would be 
over 500-yards. I asked the Grange secre- 
tary whether this feat had ever previously 
been accomplished, and he told me that he 
thought it was unique at that particular 
hole. It is a better fluke—is that an 
Irishism?—than holing out the tee shot 
at a short hole, for in the latter case the 
ball is teed up and should be hit perfectly 
true. In the other instance. it has to be 
hit from where it lands after the drive, 
and struck with the maximum force. In 
the “ Masters ’’’ tournament at Atlanta, 
Georgia, a few moriths ago, Gene Sarazen, 
the famous American professional,’ was 
playirg with Walter Hagen, and in order 
to tie with the leader, he required a two 
at a 5 bogey hole. He remarked laughingly 
to Hagen, as he addressed the ball. that it 
might go into the hole—and it did! 


F. G. Moran s Speed 


A notable performance at the Tramway 
Sports at Croke Park last Saturday was 
that of F. G. Moran, the Clontarf Rugby 
footbalier, in winning the 440 yards: open 
handicap and finishing second in the 
hundred yards. Very strongly built and 
possessing a long stride, Moran never gave 
me the impression of being particularly 
fast, but his track iimes prove my impres- 
sion to be quite wrong. Off three yards 
in the sprint, he was beaten by two yards 
in 9 7-10 sees., which puts him in the 10) 
class, while with a ‘start of 28 vards 
in the quarter he did 47 3-5 sees., which

After the tractor had cume to a stop the 
witness went back and asked Captain Hughes 
why he had not stopped. Hughes replied 
that he did not think. that it was necessary. 
and did not put on his brakes. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Brereton 
Barry, the witness said that the tractor had 
been under repair at Messrs. Multi-Wheelers, 
Corporation street, and Maguire had taken it 
out on the day of the accident at 4.30 p.m. 
It was then in perfect condition. The witness 
said that he could only surmise that the 
couplings of the air-brake, between tractor 
and trailer, had been disconnected after the 
accident by onlookers.

Mr. Bacon (instructed by Mr. C. Henley 
Thorp) applied for an ordex for payment out 
to Carlow County Council of sums | 
in Court by the former Carlow Rural Dis- 
trict Council as guirantee deposits under the 
Labourers’ Acts in connection with the 
acquisition of lands for the purpose of build- 
ing labourers’ cottages. 

unsel said that an inquiry to ascertain 
who were entitled to these funds, now 
amounting to about £2,000, which had been 
lying to the credit of the dormant funds 
account since 1906 or 1907, had been held, 
and the Examiner had found that the 
Carlow County Council were now entitled 
to them, with the exception of nine sums, 
totallirg about £196, in respect of which 
evidence had not been adduced to show that 
the owners of the land had been paid. In 
all there were 107 cases. 


COTTAGE BUILDING 


The Carlow Rural District. Council, said 
counsel, in 1902 and 1904 promoted scheme 
under the Labourers’ Acts for the acquisi- 
tion of plots of land for the building of 
cottages, and exercised their powers under 
the Acts to lodge in Court the sums in 
question for th? payment of the land owners 
before tre arbitrator had fixed the compen- 
sation. When the purchase money was ascer- 
iained by the arbitrator the moneys lodged 
in Court should have been applied in pay- 
iment of ‘the awards. The Rural District 
Council, however, a red to have paid the 
owners of the laud direct and left the money 
in Court. The Carlow County Council were 
the successors of the Rural District Council. 
The money had been lying in Court for 
about twenty-eight years. 

Mr. Justice Meredith made an order for 
payment out to the Carlow County Council 
of the funds, with the exception of the nine 
sums specified in the Examiner’s certificate, 
and gave the applicants liberty to re-enter 
the summons in respect of “he specified sums 
when evidence of payment of the land owners 
in question had been adduced.

SETTLEMENT OF ACTION 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

A settlement was announced in an action 
by D. Coghlan and Company, Litd., shirt 
manufacturers, 97 Middle Abbey street, Dub- 
lin, against Irish Industries, Ltd., shirt manu- 
facturers, 9 Lower O'Connell street, Dublin. 

Mr. Michael J. Ryan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
W. Molony (instructed by Mr. D. 
O'Grady) appeared for the plaintiffs, said 
that the action was brought by the plaintiffs 
to restrain the defendants from infringing 
the plaintiff registered trade mark in regard 
to the use of the name ‘“‘ Rodeo” on shirts 
mad; in Ireland. The plaintiffs sought to 
restrain the defendants from selling any shirts 
so marked unless manufactured by the plain- 
tis, and claimed the delivery of any goods 
so marked which were not of plaintifis’ manu- 
facture. A settlenient had been reached 
whereby the defendants consented to a per- 
petual injunction restraining them from apply- 
mg the title “ Rodeo’”’ to shirts not manu- 
factured by the plaintiffs. The. defendants 
had also agreed to hand over to the plain- 
tiffs all labels, cards, boxes or packages in 
their possession bearing the trade mark 
** Rodeo”’ ; to publish at their expense in two 
trade journals and a newspaper an apology 
for having applied the plaintiffs’ registered 
mark to shirts manufactured by them, and 
to pay the plaintifis’ costs. 

Mr. Justice Meredith received the consent 
and made. it a. rule of Court. 


DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT : 
A HOWTH INN LICENCE 


EXTENSION REFUSED 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Reserved judgment was delivered refusing 
the application made by Francis H. Cassidy 
for a certificate to entitle him to obtain a 
seven-day licence to sell beer, cider, spirits, 
wine and spirituous liquors by retail, to be 
consumed at the Summit Inn, Howth, by way 
of extension, or in lieu of the present seven- 
day beer and wine retailer’s on-licence.

The MINISTER (Mr. MacEntee) said that 
after due consideration the Government 
decided that before a decision could be 
reached as to the methods by which arbitra- 
tion could best. be applied to the Civil Service 
here the matter should be inquired into by a 
commission, which would receive evidence 
from all parties interested. The inquiry was 
duly held, and the scheme of’ arbitration 
issuad to the Civil Service on 8th June last 
was based on the majority’ report of the 
commission. All the Civil Service staff 
associations had been invited to state their 
views on the scheme in writing, but replies 


from a number were still outstanding. He 
hr* no _imformation that the arbitration 
scheme in -the British Civil Service had 


operated successfully; but, in any case, he 
was not prepared to accept the suggestion 
that such a scheme should be adopied here 
in preference to one based on the report of 
a commission of our own. who had examined 
the problem with great care in the light of 
the circumstances of their own Civil Service, 
and of the financial requirements of their 
own State. . 

Mr, COSTELLO asked the Minister 
whether the actual scheme of arbitration that 
had been put up to the Civil Service was, 
in fact, based on the majority report of the 
committee?

STAFF ASSOCIATIONS 


Mr. COSTELLO asked was he correct in 
stating that the staff associations had made 
it perfectly clear that the Minister’s scheme 
was entirely unacceptable, and, if so, had a 
position of deadlock been reached between 
the Minister and the staff associations. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that he had com- 
munications approving of the scheme from 
some ; but, on the other hand, he had not yet 
received from all the staff associations their 
views on the scheme in writing. and. there- 
fore, he did not think that it was correct to 
suggest that a deadlock existed. 

Mr. COSTELLO asked if the Minister could 
give the names of the staff associations, or 
the numbers who had sent communications. 
The MINISTER said that he was not pre- 
pared to give such detailed information 
without due notice. If the Deputy wished he 
could put down a Parliamentary question. 
Mr. COSTELLO said that in view of the 
unsatisfactory nature of the Minister’s reply 
he would raise the question on the adjourn- 
ment. 

Mr. NORTON asked if the Minister would 
deny that the scheme had been rejected by all 
except one puny. insignificant body, becanse 
they believed it did not contain the principles 
of arbitration which the staff organisations 
believed would be enshrined in the scheme of 
arbitration as promised by the President in 
his speech in Rathmines. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that he was not pre- 
pared to pass judgment on the quality of staff 
organisations. He felt that those who had 
accepted the scheme were as representative of 
Service, as a whole, as those who had re- 
jected it. 

Mr. NORTON was about to pursue the 
matter when the Speaker called the. next 
question.

" As the number for mid-February was 155, 
the figure on which the bonus would be 
calculated in the current half-year was 155 
in either case, 

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, in- 
formed Mr. P, BELTON (Ind., N. Dublin) 
that the number of licences for the export of 
fat cattle, bulls and dry cows received for 
the month of July into Great Britain were 
as follows: (a) fat cattle, 9,175; (b) bulls 
and dry cows, 1,152. 

Replying to Mr. Kilroy (F.F., Mayo, 8.), 
Mr. MacENTEE said that, as he had indi- 
cated on the 18th ult., the grant of exten- 
sions of time for lodging claims under. the 
Damage to Property (Compensation) (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1933, was a matter entirely with- 
in the discretion of the Circuit Judge, but 
that-the State Solicitors would be instructed 
to offer strenuous opposition to any extension 
of time where the claim was not lodged on 


or before the 30th September, 1935.

One sultry afternoon recently, when a 
breeze seemed to be desirable, I 
ae the suggestion of a friend that 
we should drive to the Pigeon House. We 
then decided to walk along the South Wall 
extension to the Poolbeg Lighthouse, and 
found the experience quite refreshing. I 
jmngine this is not an expedition to ‘be 
lightly undertaken with a south-easterly 
gale blowing; indeed, it was possible to 
get a good idea of what the power of the 
sea must be at times from the worn condi- 
ition of the great boulders which help to 
protect the wall and the lighthouse. The 
South Wall extension and the erection of 
the Poolbeg Lighthouse formed one of the 
great public works of eighteenth century 
Dublin, and the whole scheme was carrie’ 
out between 1760 and 1780. Certain parts 
of the wall are specially strengthened by 
means of great blocks of granite 
ingeniously dovetailed into each other, so 
that no singlé one can be detached without 
breaking. With the transport available 
At that period, the work of conveving these 
huge blocks from the quarries and placing 
them in position must have been exceed. 
ingly arduous. _ Apart from other con- 
siderations, it is well worth while making 
the journey to the Poolbeg for the sake 
of the view. The lighthouse is situated 
at a point about equally distant from 
Dublin. Kingstown and Howth. and 
commands an interesting and wnusual 
panorama of the shores of Dublin Bay. 


An .Aviaru 


A friend on. vacation has left me in 
chatge of his collection of foreign birds. 
They occupy a large enclosure at the 
bottom, of his garden, which. much like 
C.esar’s Gaul, is divided into three parts. 
Each of these divisions contains . some 
thirty birds, al] chosen so that they will 
live in comparative amity—small, medium 
and inclined to be cantankerous where 
very little feathered people are concerned, 
The first division is occupied by mainly 
weaver birds, creatures of gorgeous 
plumage, prosy deportment, and a mania 
for weaving elaborate nests all over the 
perches. The chief recommendation of 
these birds is their bright plumage, as 
most especially the Madagascar; and 
Orange Bishops are resplendent in searlets, 
oranges and velvety blacks. during the 
breeding season. The central portion has 
a number of the commoner birds of these 
is!ands—siskins, goldfinches. a brambling, 
a greenfinch, and some hardy foreigners, 
as cut-throat finches and Pekin robins. 
The last and most sheltered of the divi- 
sions is entirely populated, barring a brace 
of canaries, by such tiny foreigners as 
waxbills, nuns and zebra finches. 


Al Pleasing Sight 


This last is the most attractive part of 
the whole aviary. With plenty of sun- 
light, shelter, abundance of food and an 
assured warm shelter at night. the little 
birds thoroughly enjoy life. The whole 
garden rings with their shrill appreciation, 
as they sun bathe, splash about in their 
baths, or feed in intervals between snatches 
of sleep in the retired perches. The whole 
is a very pleasant spectacle, and, as they 
grow tamer and &ssociate the approach of 
the owner with such delicacies as greenfly 
and fruit, they will become even more 
entertaining. It is delightful to be 
followed round by a trustful Pekin robin, 
whose whole deportment as he flies up to 
an inch of one’s face or hands bespeaks 
a certam amount of affection, even if it 
1s strongly tinetured at this stage by 
“cupboard love.” Also, certain of the 
little birds are disposed to nest. and T am 
watching with interest the antics of 
pair of zebra finches as they deliberate and 
fuss over all the nesting boxes in their 
enclosure. When the owner returns to 
take over his pets I shall be quite sorry. 


Che ‘Divining Rod 


1 do. not think there is as much 
scepticism nowadays concerning the use of 
the divining rod as existed a quarter of a 
century ago. Perhaps, this is due to the 
wider interpretations of modern psycho- 
logy, which is now prepared to attribute to 
natural causes many manifestations 
which were formerly supposed to savour of 
supernaturalism or necromancy. The other 
day a friend of mine, who is usually rather 
sceptical in matters of the kind, told me 
that he had engaged a water-diviner who 
not only indicated the presence of springs 
in a certain prescribed area, but also esti- 


~ 


mated with considerable accuracy the 
gallonage which was subsequently ob- 
tained. The practice of rhabdomancy, as 


it is called, dates from the earliest times, 
and has been used for discovering metals 
underground as well as water. There are 
two kinds of divining rods—the dipping 
rod, and the forked red. The former is a 
long smooth twig of hazel about four feet 
in length. The thin end of this wand is 
held m the right hand, with the thick 
end clevated at an angle of twenty-five

A bottle wrapped in straw and a bill-hook 
were found beside t bodies; ‘The 


magistrates, having failed to discover” the 
, murderer by ordinary methods, enlisted’ the 
services of one Jacques Aymar, a peasant 
from Grenoble, who had| some reputation 
for discovering stolen property by means 
of a divining rod. Aymar was brought 
to the house where the crime had been 
committed, and, althongh the place where 
the bodies had been found was not pointed 
out to him, his wand became agitated at 
the exact spot. He then set out like a 
hound on the scent, and |the trail led him 
to the cottage of a gardener, whose children 
had entertained two strange guests on the 
night. of the murder. [Im order to test 
Aymar further, four bill-hooks, including 
the one which had been used in the crime, 
were buried in different positions, and he 
was invited to indicate the weapon 
employed by the assassins. He did so 
immediately, and was again encouraged 
to take up the trail, whi after many 
divergencies, led him to the prison at Beau- 
caire, where his wand pointed to a hunch- 
back, who had just been incarcerated for 
a petty theft. The hunchback swore he 
had never been in Lypns, but he was 
brought back along Ayniar’s trail, identi- 
fied by many people, broken on the 
wheel.after he had confessed that his com- 
panions had escaped from France. It may 
be admitted that this ms a highly im- 
probable tale, but it 3s all solemnly 
recorded in a procés-verbal by. the Pro- 
eureur du Roi at Lyons in 1692, and is 
mentioned in several contemporary publi- 
cations. There have n many famous 
detectives in fiction from Sherlock Holmes 
to Mr. Ellery Queen, but it does not seem 
to have oceurred to any mystery writer to 
equip his hero with a divining rod. 


Steel Furniture

With the increase in popularity of steel 
furniture comes the interesting develop- 
ment of ' wood graining” the surface.

T HERE is @ play in the Russian in 
which there are only two characters, 
in which the same scene is used through- 
out, and in which only two sentences are 
spoken.

Stage hands—invisible, of course, 
to the audience, and equipped with bags 
of white feathers—create a terrific snow- 
storm outside the window itself, and an- 
other of the ilk, hidden im the wings, 
and devoting his energies to a length of 
taut silk stretched over a revolving drum, 
produces all the sounds of a great hurri-

ESUMING the debate in the Dail, yes- 

R terday, on the motion to approve of the 

| Reserved Commodity (Sewing Cotton) 
Order, 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said that 
by this order the Minister proposed te confer 
a monopoly for the manufacture of cotton 
thread on a firm at Westport, but he had not 
given the House any detailed information as 
to the conditions that he proposed to im 
on the firm in regard to wages and conditions 
of employment. They had the Minister tell- 
ing them that prices of thread would be com- 
parable to those charged by the British com- 
bine, but when ascertaining that information 
from the new firm he could as easily have 
ascertained the wages and conditions they 
proposed to provide. In raising this matter 
on Friday last he (Mr. Norton) had quoted 
a notorious example of sweated conditions in 
Kildare, and stated that it was a scandal that 
any firm could get assistance from the State 
yithout giving guarantees as to wages and 
conditions of employment. On that day the 
Minister had replied in an ill-temipered ill- 
mannered attack, in which he said that such 


remarks were an attack on Irish industry. He. 


(Deputy Norton) repudiated that, and 
claumed that, on the contrary, good Irish em- 
loyers objected to the establishment that 
could only be maintained by the payment 
ol low wages and bad conditions of employ- 
rnent. In quoting the Kildare case he was 
attacking a private employer, not Irish in- 
dustry, and to say that he was attacking 


Jrish industry was a deliberate misrepresen- 


tation of his whole statement. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass)—I made no 
such statement. 

Mr. NORTON—Read your own speech. 

Continuing, Mr. NORTON said that the 
Minister's attitude in asking the House to 
grant a monopoly to a private firm, without 
procuring adequate guarantees as to Wages 
and employment conditions, was inexplicable 
and unprecedented. 


GOVERNMENT POLICY 


The whole policy of the Government seemed 
to be to secure the establishment of industries 
at any cost, and to pay no attention to the 
wages or conditions of employment prevailing 
in the Government protected industries. He 
thought that it was grossly unfair for the 
Minister to ask for the authority he sou,/-t 
in that motion without giving the House 
detailed information in respect of the rates 
of wages, conditions of employment, the 
sexes of the persons to be employed, and the 
proportion of the one sex to the other. 

Mr. DILLON (U.1., Donegal) said that the 
leader of the Labour Party had now begun 
to learn that when any deputy had the 
temerity to ask the Minister for mformation 
which the Minister should vouchsafe himself, 
he had the practice to reply that the questions 
were being asked to sabotage Irish industry. 
That was the Minister’s odoriferous red 
herring. Was it good that a Minister, who 
was an active politician, should have placed 
upon him the-duty of giving an applicant a 
concession worth anything from £10 to 
£100,000 per annum. No thread was going 
to be manufactured in Westport, but yarn 
would be brought in and finished and dyed in 
a restricted range of colour. It would impose 
a burden on the consumer, who, in many 
cases. were themselves manufacturers. 

lí the Minister had made up his mind to 
manufacture cotton thread he believed it could 
be carried out much better and without a 
monopoly. 


A PROPOSAL 


If the Minister would give him two months 
he would make a proposal to him that thread 
would be spun, dyed in black, white, and 
two or three other standard shades, and woven 
at decent wages, with a fair profit. He 
would undertake to have it dene by a firm 
who stood high in the trade. He did not, 
however, say that the consumers would not 
have to pay more. ' e 

Mr. LEMASS asked why did not the 
deputy avail himself of the opportunity pub- 
lished some months ago to submit an objection 
to the order. 

Mer. DILLON—Because | did not desire, 
and do not desire now, to engage in the manu- 
facture of thread in this country. Would the 
Minister remove the monopolistic character of 
the industry in Westport; would he inform 
the House what exactly the factory was going 
ta do, or had he any indication of what stan- 
dard they were going to maintain and at 
what price. 

Mr. LEMASS—AIl that information was 
given in the House last Friday, and the 
deputy was not here. Ny 

Mr. R. WALSH (F.F., South Mayo) sug- 
gested that Deputy Dillon had had such a 
proposition in view, and had been anticipated 
by the Government in the present Instance.

POWERS UNDER NEW BILL 


Mr. LEMASS, replying, said that if 
Deputies Dillon and Norton took the trouble 
to read the Act under which the Order was 
made they would see the provision that had 
been made under Section 25, in reference to 
the payment of wages by the holder of a 
reserved commodity manufacturing licence. 
That Section oraviied that the wages should 
not be less than would be payable if the busi- 
ness were carried on under a contract between 
the Minister and the holder of the licence, 
containing the Fair Wages Clause. The sec- 
tion also provided that the holder, for any 
contravention of the section, should be liable 
on summary conviction to a fine not exceed- 
ing £50. If Deputy Norton had taken the 
trouble to read the Act he would not have 
made the blunder of stating that no cendi- 
tions whatever had been imposed upon the 
firm in respect of the rate of wages paid, 
and he would also have seen that there was 
under this Act of imposing any 
the type of 


no ower 
anditabes whatever in respect of 
person employed or conditions of employment. 
There was, however, a bill before the House— 
the Conditions of angle Bill—under 
which the Government proposed to take 
power, for the first time, to ensure that the 
conditions. of employment in Imsh industry 
should be as the Government wished them. 
In that connection he thought he was entitled 
to make a protest against every occasion on 
which matters relating to Irish industry had 
been raised being availed of for the purpose 
of creating the impression, without proof or 
evidence of any kind, that Irish industmes 
were sweat shops and places where the ex- 
ploitation of workers took place. 

' Mr. NORTON—Nobody made that state- 
ment. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the deputy had-on 
several occasions trotted out that one case in 
Kildare, where, he alleged, a firm was en- 
gaged in the exploitation of its workers. In 
this regard, the Minister pointed out. that 
this firm had been assisted under the Trade 
Loan Act. under which there was no power to 
impose any condition whatever in respect of the 
rates of wages to be paid. The Government 
thought it was preferable that the rates of 
wages in industry should be fixed by agree- 
ment between the employers on the one hand 
and the trades anions representing the 
workers on the other. If there was a demand 
by Deputy Norton on behalf of the trade 
union movement that they were unable to 
organise workers in an effective way se as 
to protect their interests and prevent exploita- 
tion, then the Government was prepared to 
consider taking whatever powers were 
necessary in order to regulate and control 
the. rates of wages. |

| NO INTEREST IN BELFAST 


Mr. LEMASS said that Deputy Dillon had 
referred in a disparaging way to men engaged 
in the industry and said that one of them had 
come from Belfast, and had not been engaged 
in the industry before. Where did the deputy 
get his information, and did he make the 
slightest effort to check up these matters 
before he came in and made a slanderous 
speech? 

“So far as I know,” said the Minister, “ no 
person engaged in this concern has any in- 
terest in Belfast. Fifty per cent. of the 
capital is owned by the people in the town of 
Westport, and the other fifty per cent. is 
owned by the British Thread Mills, Ltd., 
Leicester, a firm with a first class reputation.

HE Prices Commission, at a meeting 

held in assin tainic after hearin 

evidence regarding the price charg 
for bread in Cork by the Cork Master Bakers’ 
Association, announced their decision as 
follows :— 

“The Commission having fully considered 
the accounts and other data supplied to them 
by the Cork Master Bakers; as well as the 
evidence given by you. lemen to-day, are 
convixiced that. no justification exists for the 
present price of bread in Cork City, and 
advise you to reconsider the price with a view 
to its immediate. leas“ 

The meeting, at which Senator D. L. 

binson ..presided, heard. evidence from 

. 2 W.. Thompson (Messrs. F. H. 
Thompson), Henry O'Shea (Messrs. Henry 
O'Shea and Sons), R. Simcox (Messrs. Simcox 
and Sons, Ltd.), and Mr. T. Quill (City of 
Cork. Co-Operative Society, Ltd. ). 

The members of the Commission present 
were ;—Senator D. L. Robinson, Mrs. M. J.

DEARER FLOUR 


Mr. Frank Thompson (Messrs. F. H. 
Thompson and Son, Ltd., Cork) said that the 
recent increase of 1d. per 4Ib. loaf was due to 
the price increase in flour. The average price 
of flour in August was 27s., and was now 

per sack. His firm later entered into a con- 
tract for the supply of flour at 30s. ód. per 
sack. The price of bread then was increased 
from 94d. to 10d. 

Mr. Feighery—Owing to the increase in 
flour in August, the price of the 41b. loaf was 
increased by you a halfpenny? 

The Witness—Perhaps so, 

Mr. Bergin remarked that the Commission 
had before them one of the firm’s actual 
invoices, and had calculated from it that the 
see price of flour was 34s. 6d., and not 


The witness said that was dated July 5th, 
and the increase did not take place until the 
beginning of last week. He agreed that the 
average price paid by his firm at present was 
44s. 6d. 
Mr. Fighery—And it is your case that the 
average increase of 4s. ód. justifies an increase 
in the price of the 4lb. loaf by a penny? 
The Witness—It certainly amounts to over 
a halfpenny. 


THE 1925 PRICE 


Mr, Feighery—I put it to you that, in 
December, 1908, the price oí flour was 4ós. 6d. 
per sack, while the price of bread was 11d. 
per 4lb. loaf—the same as to-day—although 
the price of flour is 9s. per sack lower. Have 
you any comment to make on that? 
The witness said that he could not make 
any observations on it. He would have to 
see if there were any exceptional circumstances 
at the tune. 
Mr. Feighery—Can you advance any 
reason in support of the price of the loaf 
being the same to-day as in 1925, notwith- 
standing the fact that the price of flour has 
since then fallen by 9s. per sack?—I have 
no knowledge of - reasons. i 

In your opinion have any of the various 
items which go to affect the cost of pro- 
duction of bread increased since then '—1 
could not say that offhand. 1 am not in a 
position to answer that right away. 
To Mr. Fleming) the witness said they 
were charging 10d. per 4lb. loaf for their 
bread in Dublin, dRtkoligh, he said, they 
were paying more for their flour in Dublin. 

Mr. Fleming—Can you explain why you 
charge 10d. in Dublin where you pay more 
for your flour, and 11d. in Cork? 

The witness replied that the Dublin 

master bakers did not see fit to increase the 
price—an increase which was overdue. 


POSITION IN DUBLIN 


In answer to further questions by Mr. 
Fleming, the witness said that he could not 
be expected to say that the Dublin master 
bakers were average good business-men and 
that the big bakers concucted their business 
in a business-like way. He went on to say 
that he had seen by the /rish Times that 
the price was to be increased in Dublin. 

Mr. Fleming—Are you justified in charg- 
ing lid. for the 4lb. loaf in Cork when the 
bakers of Dublin feel that they are only 
justified in charging 94d.’?—I ; becanse 
the miller-bakers are in a rather peculiar 
position. We understand that they can be 
in a privileged position, and when it means 
from 4s. to 5s. or even ós. a sack it matters 
a ES deal. 

_ Mr, Fleming remarked that the witness had 
heen given an opportunity to put up figures 
that would justify the: increase and. in his 
opinion, he had not put in any figure to 
justify the price of lid. 

The witness said that there were small 
millers who did not buy to the same extent 
as the larger bakers did. These men, for a 
considerable time past, had been crying out 
for an advance. Week after week the ad- 
vance had been kept back, but, ultimately, 
or being brought to bear, they had to 

all in. 

Mr. Fleming—Yon realise we have to con- 
sider the poor, too. There are a much greater 
number of poor people than small millers? 

Mr. O’Leary—So it is as a matter of 
generosity to the small bakers that you ad- 
vanced the price by a penny? 

The Witness—I would not like to put it 
that way. 


SUGGESTED ADVANTAGE 


Mr. Feighery asked if the witness suggested 
that some of the bakers in Dublin, being in- 
terested in mills, were able to purchase their 
flour cheaper. 

The witness said that was the only solution. 

Mr. Feighery said that the advance of 
Ta. 6d. in the case of flour meant an increase 
of ld. both in Cork and Dublin; and the 
Dublin bakers would have to have an ad- 
vantage of 12s. per sack to sell it at three 
half-pence cheaper in Dublin than Cork. He 
asked the witness if he seriously suggested 
that they had such an advartage? 

The witness said the remark was only a 
surmise as to how it was done. 

Mr. R. Simcox, replying to Mr. Fleming, 

said that when the price of flour fell after 
1934 they did not reduce the price of bread. 
_ Mr. Fleming—Do you consider you are 
justified in charging 11d. per loaf?—I am 
certain that if we charge less we would be 
faced with a loss for the year. 

He felt, he added, that on the present price 
of flour alone they were justified in the 


charge. 
DECREASED CONSUMPTION 


There was also, he continued, the important 
matter that there was a decreased consumption 
of both flour and bread notwithstanding the 
increased population. He had learned from 
bakers that the consumption had decreased 
by from 15 to 20 per cent. A decrease in 
| consumption of 15 per cent. would, he said, 
be equivalent to $d. He felt that the 
decrease in consumption was due to the price 
of flour. ! 

The witness a that if they sold all 
their bread retail an increase of a 1d. would 
be equivalent to 7s. 6d., but as the firm sold 
the greater proportion wholesale an increase 
of 1d. would amount to only ós. 8d. in the

The MINISTER EOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE said there were two main provi- 
sions in the Amending Bill which would entail 
increased expenditure. The first provision was . 
for extension of the definition of the term 
‘‘unemployed.’’ That extension would cost 
£25,000 at most. The anticipated effect of the 
provision would be to get people to take short 
periods of work. 
The second main provision was to increase 
the number of appeals officers, The éxpendi- 
ture in this regard would be heavier in the 
first year than im succeeeding years, when 
arrears of appeals had been cleared off. The 
cost in the first year would be about £5,000. 


WAITING APPEALS 


Mr. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that the 
present state of affairs, with more than 30,000 
appeals awaiting arrears, was not only hope- 
leasly chaotic, but grossly unjust, Jf on 
appeal a man was allowed a larger amount of 
benefit than he had originally been granted 
the award was not made retrospective. That 
was downright legalised swindling. 

Mr. V. RICE (Dublin, N.) asked why 

ple whose appeals for a higher rate of 
enefit, were allowed should be penalised by 
being deprived of the benefit they were 
entitled to during the period their appeals 
were pending. 
Would the Minister, he asked, give them 
any estimate as to how much was saved to 
the State by each week’s delay in the hear- 
ing of these appeals? 


CLEARING OFF ARREARS , 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that retrospective revisions 
were not possible. Eligibility under the 
rovisions ot the Aci had to be proved satis- 
actorily before benefit under the Act could 
be received. He hoped to be able to get 
rid of the reserve appeals at the rate of 
2,000 a week, and once these were disposed 
of the situation would become normal. 

n answer to Deputy Norton, the 
MINISTER said that possibly the effect of 
the new measures would be that the Ex- 
chequer gained. Exchequer considerations 
did not, he said, enter into the delay in the

A WIFE’S EVIDENCE 

Speaking on Section 18, Mr. DILLON

not be done in the present case. 

Mr. NORTON. (Labour, Kildare) also

THE OBJECT OF A GRANT 


Mr. DERRIG, Minister for Education, 
moving for a sum not exceeding £75 towards 
the expenses incurred in connection with the 
racial survey of Ireland which was being con- 
ducted at present, as part of a series of 
researches undertaken under the auspices of 
Harvard University, said that the survey was 
being made by Dr. ©. W. Pertuis, to whom the 
University authorities had assigned the work 
of Field Anthropometrist in charge ef the 
collection of physical data relating to the 
people of the country. athe 

In that survey the Harvard University ex- 
pedition planned to gather adequate samples 
of anthropometric records pertaining to the 
population of. every county. With the 
physical information certain sociological facts 
would also be acquired. The ultimate aim of 
the survey was not only to establish the 
various ethnic strata in the population, but 
also to correlate this information with the 
studies of social anthropology which had been 
made in County Clare and elsewhere by 
members of the Harvard Expedition and with 
the archeological findings which were being 
made by the staif of excavators who were 
working in selected districts under the direc- 
tion of Dr. O'Neill Hencken and other 
archeologists attached to the expedition. 

The Department of Education had been 
| assured by the University authorities that it 
was their intention to produce not only a 
number of monograpks dealing with the social 
antbropology, physical anthropology and 
archeology of Ireland, but also to attempt 
some general work which would purport to 
be in the nature of a scientific irterpretation 
of the pre-history and history of the Irish

INDUSTRIAL COURT

ing the dispute between the Grand 
Canal Company and its workers, members of 
of the Workers’ Union of Ireland, was laid 
on the table of the Dail yesterday. The Court 
consisted of Judge Shannon, Mr. Mark Daly, 
and Mr. Thomas F. Laurie. 

The Court found that, in the construction 
of the company’s older boats, inadequate 
space is provided for the accommodation of 
the boatmen, but the construction and design 
of the néw motor boats do not permit of any 
material improvement. The converted horse- 
drawn boats could be considerably improved. 

The Court found that the complaint of the 
hoatmen that the mattresses and bedclothes 
supplied by the company were in many cases 
worn out and not changed and washed at 
sufficient intervals, was well founded. 

The Court recommended, and the company’s 
manager has agreed te adopt, a system of 
regular inspection of the hoatmen’s quarters 
and change of hedclothes as required to en- 
sure order and cleanliness. The Court 
recognises, and draws attention to, the 
difficulties of the company in this respect if 
the boatmen concerned do not co-operate. . 

The boatmen demanded that the hours of 
labour on the Rivers Shannon and Barrow 
be from 6 a.m. until 6 p.m., and that during 
the winter months such hours should be from 
davlight to dark, 

The Court was satisfied that the granting 
of this demand, not in itself unreasonable, 
would result in a loss of time to the company 
that it could not afford. 

A demand that boats should tie-up from 
6 p.m. on Saturday until 6 a.m. on Monday 
was refused. Mr. M. Daly suggesting that 
the hoats tieup from 6 p.m. on Saturday 
till 12 midnight on Sunday. 

The boatmen’s Gaim that deck hands 
shoul! confine their work to crews to which 
they oelong was disallowed. 


HANDLING CARGOES 


With regard to the men’s demand that 
four men should be engaged in the hold 
when discharging cargo, the Cotrt recom- 
mended the continuance of the present 
practice of engaging a fourth man as necessity 
arises, 

The boatmen claimed that boats entering 
James's Street Harbour loaded should not 
he asked to unload and load the same day. 
The Court was of opinion that this work had 
in the past imposed undue strain upon the 
men, and recommends that in the cases where 
boats arrive fully laden with neerchandise the 
work of reloading should not be done by the 


If the oecasion requires 
loading and unloading to be done om the day 


these tasks should he done by the boatmen. 

The demand of the men that beet tonnage 
be claimed after 1 p.m., Saturday, was not 
recommended. 

The demand that the men should not be 
required to load sugar on Sundays was 
deemed reasonable, and should be granted, 
save and except some special circumstance or 
urgency should necessitate this work to be 
done on a Sunday. 

The claim that where men are “ laid off” 
service should be taken into consideration in 
deciding what men shall be retained, was 
allowed, 


LORRY DRIVERS’ PAY 


The drivers of the company's lorries in the | 
City and County of Dublin claimed that they 
should be paid at the rate of £3 5s. a week 
for a 48-hour week. The existing scale of 
pay for permanent motor drivers is £1 ós 
a week, plus 1-5th of the gross charges made 
by the company for haulage on their lorries, 
The Court was satisfied that the payment of 
a fixed wage of £3 5s. a week to the per- 
manent drivers would not entail much (if any) 
increase of pay to these men, and recom- 
mended the demand. Mr. Mark Daly, in dis- 
agreement with the other members of the 
Court, recommended that the working hours 
for lorry drivers be reduced from 50 to 48. 

It was demanded on behalf of the workmen 
that “helpers” on the company’s lorries should 
be paid a minimum wage of £2 10s. a week 
for a 48-heur week. The Court was of 
opinion that £2 108. a week is not a an 
wnreasonable demand, and Mr. Mark Daly 
recommended the granting of same in full. 
The other members of the Court were satisfied 
that the financial position of the company 
could net justify this demand, but were of 
opinion that it be granted to the extent of 
5s. a week extra for a 50-hour week. 

The Court unanimously recommended the 
payment of Is. an hour to “bulkers,” but Mr. 
Mark Daly alone recommended the redaction 
of the working hours from 50 to 48. As 
regards overtime, the Court unanimously re- 
commends that this be paid for at time-and-a- 
half for each hour or part of an hour. | 

The uest that lock-keepers between 
Ringsend and the Eleventh Lock should be 
relieved for one day in every three weeks was | 
considered reasonable.

and silver in an envelope. It was marked:

He had previously gone repeatedly to the 
cabinet for forms Ri did not think that the 
envelope could have “been there without his 
seeing it. 

In cross-examination by the defendant's 
counsel, Mr. A. Lynn, witness said that in 
the case of two motor vehicle licences the 
accused man made mistakes against himself. 

Mr. Lynn—Did you yourself borrow moneys 
out of the taxation account? 

Witness—I did. 

Further examined, witness said that other 
people had access to the office in which the 
acensed man was employed, The cash re- 
tained in the Office was locked up in a 
ldvawer in the sale. He denied that money 
for housing was mixed with the motor tax 

James Hiney, a clerk in the County Council 
office, found money in a motor tax drawer. 
The accused man collected and handed over 
to the County Council £100,000. Witness 
admitted that on a very few occasions he 
told the accused man to issue licences to 
people without cash. 

Mr. Lynn—Was it vou who gave instruc- 
tions in the case of Mr. Bartley, the Com-

BOOK DESTROYED 


In further cross-examination, witness pro- 
duced a book showing daily receipts and 
lodgments for the period from June, 1936, 
to 3ist March, 1955, and said that the book 
for the previous period,from August, 1928, 
was destreyed by him about two months ago. 
To the Judge—Witness said that book was 
deatroved subsequent to the arrest of the 
accused man. To Mr. Lynn, witness said that 
he realised that it. would be very important 
for the accused man to show that he had 
handed to him all the moneys he had re- 
ceived from motor taxpayers. 

Judge—Did you not consider you were 
doing a very unwise thing after the accused 
man had been placed under arrest on charges 
of dishonesty in destroying a book relating 
to cash dealiffigs when he was in the office’ 
Witness—Well, we had a record of all the 
cash dealings of which there was any charge 
against the accused man. 

Judge—But don’t you know that destrne- 
tion of a document has a very ugly signific- 
ance’ 

Witness—I do now. 


“ FRIGHTFULLY LAX” 


Witness, having been further questioned in 
regard to procedure in connection with docu- 
ments and checking, Judge Gleeson said—Mr. 
Carroll, I suppose you will agree that this 
was a fright fully lax syste'n of dealing with 
public monev? Witness—I do 

To the Judge, witness said that the money 

he borrowed would be taken from the day's 
takings of motor tax received by the accused 
man. The witness told the accused man about 
it, or left an acknowledgment in writing. 
The Judge—Do you say that officials other 
than you had access to the cash for borrow- 
‘Ing purposes’? 
Witness—Well, not unless they were 
allowed. Sometimes they might, and at the 
end of the month leave in their cheque 
instead. 

Superintendent Casserly stated that in a 
search made by him in the County Council 
office on 13th June he found nothing in the 
press. On June 24th, at the request of 
the prisoner’s solicitor, he searched the press 
again, and on top of the press outside found 
an envelope endorsed ‘‘£30 3s., Suspense 
A/c, motor tax, O/s, December, °34,” 
initialled “ W. J. D.” The witness produced 
the eash which, he said, he fatal in the 
envelope. 

Other evidence having been given for the 
prosecution, the Court sdioureed, The Judge 
directed that the jurors be locked up for 
the night, and the accused to remain in 
custody.

Britain’s Third Choice 


There hardly can be a man alive who 
knows so much of the craft of politics, 
and of the ways of politicians, as Mr. 
Lloyd George. It is surprising, therefore, 
that he submitted his ‘‘ New Deal’’ pro- 
posals to the British Government in so 
ingenuous a manner. Their acceptance by 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s Cabinet would 
have amounted to a confession from that 
Cabinet that it was incapable of solving 
Britain’s problems by means of its own 
policy—the policy whereon, under one 
leader or another, it has endured for the 
past three years. In a sentence, Mir. 
Lloyd George’s preposals are tantamount 
to a vote of censure on the Government. 
Furthermore, the Cabinet, in accepting 
them, would have been compelled to open 
its doors to Mr. Lloyd George, and we 
gather that there is no prospect which it 
views with less favour. Once in the 
Cabinet, Mr. Lloyd George would not take 
long to become its accredited leader. He 
has made many mistakes in the past; his 
political career is not without stain ; many 
people in England refuse to trust him; 
yet his personality is by far the most 
forceful in British politics, and it woul: 
be only a question of months before Mr. 
Baldwin’s Cabinet would have become, in 
fact, Mr Lloyd George’s Cabinet. Who, 
then, can blame the Government for its 
rejection of the proposals, and who can 
misunderstand its eagerness to counter 
them by a statement of its own achieve- 
ments in office? It professes to have 
examined his scheme, and to have reached 
the conclusion that Mr. Lloyd George's 
ultimate purpose does not differ from its 
own, Having said so much, it proceeds to 
examine the proposals in detail, and 
thereafter to pick ‘out the flaws in them, 
one by one. 

Certainly Mr. Lloyd George conceived 
his *‘New Deal’’ on the grand scale. Ho 
contemplates a system of national planning 
which will penetrate every corner of 
industry and agriculture. Public works, 
financed by a ‘‘ Prosperity Loan’’ of 


dwellings by a Central Planning Board; 
a complete reformation of Great Britain's 
transport system; national control of the 
iron and steel industry; the settlement of 
500,000 additional workers on the land; 
the reduction of weekly hours of labour ; 
import duties for agriculture—these are 
the central points of his colossal scheme. 
The objection which occurs naturally to 
everybody is that so wholesale a re-shaping 


of expenditure that the country hardly 
could afford in its present condition; and 
such ig the burden of the Government’s 
criticism. It is all very well, says Mr. 
Baldwin, to take half a million men out 
of unemployment in the towns and to 
settle them on the land as _ incipient 
farmers. The effect, however, would be 
threefold. In the first place, the price of 
feod would increase from the inevitable 
stoppage of imports. In the second place, 
Britain's relations. with the Dominions 
would suffer, for the same reason. In the 
third place, what would happen to the 
people who produce for export when their 
foreign ‘markets should be closed against 
them—as they assuredly would ‘be closed ? 
The pensions scheme, designed to remove 
workers over sixty from the field of em- 
ployment, would the taxpayer 
£100,000,000, according to the Govern- 
ment, For the rest, it says: ‘‘We are 
progressing slowly, but satisfactorily, as 
things are. Your plan could not possibly 
work, and merely would throw everything 
into confusion.’’ In a word, it nas jeered 
Mr. Lloyd George’s scheme quietly and 
politely out of court. 

We have too much respect for Mr. 
Lloyd George’s brain, however, to believe 
that any policy submitted by him can be 
dismissed so lightly. He is not a young 
man, and he cannot afford to lure the 
people with fairy-tales. His “New 
Deal ” is based upon the conviction that 
Britain’s traditional “doctrine of laisser 
faire is out of date,:.and must be 
abandoned. The old policy, perhaps, 
can bring her back to the conditions that 
prevailed before the great depression began 
in 1929; but it cannot bring her back to 
the prosperity which was hers before the 
War. The “hard core” of unemploy- 
ment must remain—amounting, perhaps, 
to a million men—and the National 
Government, working on its traditional, 
Conservative lines, cannot hope to 
annihilate it. Looking around the world, 
Mr. Lloyd George saw that almost every 
other great nation has reformed its 
economy according to a plan of sorts. 
Russia, Italy, Germany and the United 
States have put the State in control of 
production, to a greater or less degree ; 
and Britain, in Mr. Lloyd George’s view, 
must” follow their éxample if she is to 
survive. What he ptóposés is nothing less 
than a complete breach with his country’s 
past. He is convinced. that national

ment Board; for there has been an in- 
crease in its activities, and the number of 
co-operative turf societies with which it 
has to deal now has risen to 162. Mr. 
Lemass also is thinking of amalgamating 
the functions of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society—which gave such 
valuable help to the industry when it was 
in its embryonic stage—with those of the 
Turf Board. This change, no doubt, would 
involve a certain amount of money, while 
more will have to be spent on the purchase 
of the Turraun Works, the provision ol 
new machinery,4 advertising, and several] 
other things. The amount of money that 
has been devoted to turf development is 
large enough for so small a State, but few 
people will grudge it so long as they are 
assured that it will be spent wisely. Many 
of the industrial schemes which the 
Fianna Fáil Government has sponsored 
have been very much open to criticism, 
but its attitude towards turf seems to 
have been quite sound. Like many other 
recent plans, the first principal aim of 
turf development is to give more employ- 
ment, and its second is to strengthen the 
Fianna Fáil policy of self-sufficiency by 
producing something at home which will 
take the place of something which has 
been imported from Great Britain or 
abroad. Unlike them, however, it does 
not try to breed a new industry by drastic 
and artificial means, but to foster one 
whose possibilities are latent here already. 
Nobody knows how great those possibili- 
ties may be, or whether the enormous turf 
bogs of Ireland may prove as valuable to 
her as the coalfields have proved to Great 
Britain. It would be foolish to neglect 
them, however; for the researches that 
have been taking place in other European 
countries show that the uses of turf may 
be far more varied than we imagine at the 
moment. Even in Ireland, where until 
recent years the whole subject has been 
virtually ignored, the great efforts of Sir 
John Purser Griffith have given an indica- 
tion of what can be done. The Govern- 
ment is quite right to follow the indica- 
tions at home and abroad, so long as it 
does not follow them too blindly, or ex- 
pect the native fuel to take the place of 
everything else, whether it is found to be 
suitable or not. It is obvious, however, 
that more use can be made of turf. It 
exists here almost embarrassing 
quantities, it can be obtained without very 
much trouble, the consumer ought to be 
able to buy it cheaply, and it can be used 
for most of the ordinary domestic pur- 
poses. Perhaps, further research will 
show us that we can use it also for our 
industries, but, even if it does not, there 
is a wide field for development already.

Free State Prices 


Having given careful consideration to 
all the evidence that was brought before 
it, the Prices Commission has decided that 
there is no justification for the present 
price of bread in Cork City, and has 
advised the members of the Cork Master 
Bakers’ Association to bring about an 
immediate reduction. This decision is of 
the utmost importance, not only to Cork, 
but to the whole Free State. We hope 
that it will have the desired result; for 
the price of bread affects everybody, and 
most of.all the poorer classes. Various 
reasons were assigned by representatives 
of the master bakers to explain why the 
price of bread in Cork is elevenpence per 
quartern loaf, whereas in Dublin it is only 
ninepence halfpenny. It was pointed out, 
for instance, that the price was increased 
recently by one penny because the cost of 
flour had risen from 27s. last August to 
36s. at present; but a member of the 
Commission reminded the witness that 
when the price of flour was 43s. 6d. in 
December, 1925, the price of bread was 
precisely what it is to-day. In Dublin 
flour is dearer than in Cork, yet bread is 
cheaper. We do not pretend to be experts 
in the matter; but it is obvious that this 
condition of affairs is unsatisfactory. The 
whole problem of prices in the Free State 
demands close attention. Not only in 
Great Britain, but also in Northern 
Ireland, the prices of necessaries of life are 
lower than they are in the Saorstdt. This 
fact applies not alone to those goods which 
are taxed in the South, but also to certain 
articles which are imported free of duty 
into both countries. Nobody who visits 
Belfast can fail to be impressed by the 
marked difference in the general price- 
level of foodstuffs between that city and 
Dublin, while in London the cost of living 
—apart from house rents—is very much 
lower than it is here. It is unfair tu 
blame individual shopkeepers. The whole 
system is at fault. Saorstát Éireann is 
earning the reputation of one of the most 
costly countries in the world; and if the 
Prices Commission can do anything to 
induce a general lowering of prices it 
will earn the gratitude of the entire 
community.

‘certain as to the attitude she will take un, 
but hopes that she may be able to follow 
a lead set by Great Britain. It is recalled 
in Paris that France cannot ignore her 
most recent international engacetients 
with regard to Italy, but at the same time 
she is anxious to preserve “ benevolent 
neutrality."’ This will not afford Signor 
Mussolini any gratification, more par- 
ticularly as at the moment he is suffering 
acutely from the pin-pricks inflicted upon 
him by Japan. The sympathies of Japan 
evidently axe with Abyssinia, a point that 
Italy cannot regard lightly. It is notable, 
in the circumstances. that the guards at 
the Japanese Embassy in Rome have been 
doublei since yesterday, and that there 
have been anti-Japanese demonstrations 
in several of the big cities. Italy wil! 
certainly take part in the proceedings of 
the Council next week, and she ma; 
launch charges against Abyssinia which 
the Abyssinians may find it difficult to 
rebut. 


British Precautions 


The British Government has warned the 
missionary societies and other bodics 
having representatives in Abyssinia—par- 
ticularly im remote places—that they 
should be concentrated around Adiis 
Ababa, while arrangements will be mace 
for them to leave the country if they wish. 
In Addis Ababa there are fifty whites 
British subjects and about the same 
number of other white nationals, for whose 
safety the British Government will take 
responsibility. In addition, there are about 
one thousand coloured British subjects, 
mostly Indian or Maltese. It is hoped to 
remove all these people before any trouble 
starts, but in case of extreme neer| 
attempts will be made to remove them by. 
aeroplane, though the task will be one of 
great difficulty. 


A Troublesome Prospect 


Captain Hope, one of the few British 
pilots to fly over ‘Abyssinia, says that he 
cannot imagine a country more unsuitab!o 
for flying operations, It is almost impos- 
sible to land aireraft anywhere, and he 
had to use the racecourse at Addis Ababa, 
nearly ten thousand feet above the sea 
level. The whole country is like a forest- 
covered section of the Scottish hizh- 
lands. The forests and foliage give per- 
fect cover to villages, and he never saw 
the capital until he was right over it. 
The population can take cover in the 
scrubland and build their huts in its 
shelter. Bombing aircraft are unable to 
locate them, and thus can do them no 
damage Captain Hope adds that it is an 
impossible country, too, for an army on 
the march. 


Election Prospects 


In the course of the past few days there 
have been signs that the general election 
will almost certainly take place in 
November. It has been admitted of late 
that the Government is prepared for an 
election in the late autumn, and the 
Labour Party is also ready. Mr. Lloyd 
George declares that there will be an early 
election, and he, too, is ready for the fray. 
One of the main factors in deciding the 
date is the necessity for the Government 
to pass its unemployment assistance regu- 
lations, and this may be done during the 
autumn sitting. The new electoral register 
will be im operation, .and.the municipal 
elections over by early November, and all 
would be clear for a general election. The 
Government denies that there is truth in 
the rumour; but, at the same time, many 
politicians give it credence. 


Delegates from Ireland 


Delegates from the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland have arrived in London 
to attend the third conference of Empire 
Survey Officers, which opened in London 
to-day. They are Captain I. E. Nolan, of 
the First Engineer Survey Company, 
Ordnance Survey, Phoenix Park, Dublin, 
and Captain W. N. Gilmore, of the Valua- 
tion and Ordnance Survey, Belfast. The 
sessions of the conference will be held in 
private, but an official report will be pub- 
lished. Its principal object is to afford 
opportunities for surveyors from overseas 
to obtain and exchange up-to-date informa- 
tion on survey matters, and for discussion 
on questions of general interest to survey 
officers. The secretary of the conference 
is a Belfast man—Captain G. T. McCaw, 
O.B.E., of the War Office, London. 


Gold 


Once again the gold stream is setting in 
towards Great Britain, and the Indian 
supplies, which appeared to be slackening 
off, are reviving. The exceptionally large 
sum of nearly one and a quarter millions. 
arrived last week. The total of Indian 
gold shipped to this country since Sep- 
tember, 1932, amounts to one hundred and 
eighty-two millions, equal to one year's 
output of the world’s gold at the 
present price. Big supplies are also arriv- 
ing from South Africa. Little of this 
metal goes to swell the reserves of the 
Bank of England, most of it being bought 
by private holders.

Air Raids 

Labour members of the House of Com- 
‘mons are addressing a series of questions 
to-morrow to the Home Secretary regarding 
air raids. Sir John Simon will be asked 
if plans have been made for the training 
of children in gas mask drill, and whether 
the Air Raids Precautions Committee has 
considered the problem of food supplies in 
the event of air attack. Another question 
addressed to the Minister of Transport 
will be whether his department will draw 
up a scheme for the evacuation of thie 
population of London in the event of an 
air attack, and if he has considered any 
similar schemes for large towns such as 
Glasgow, Manchester, Liverpoo] and Bir- 
mingham. 


Coloured Films 


Coloured films are to be made in this 
country in British studios, and the neces- 
sary laboratories will be built, so that the 
heavy import tax on their films from the 
United States may be avoided. A British 
company will be formed to deal with the 
new process, which is a three-colour one, 
and considered to be the best yet dis- 
covered. At present the only suitable 
laboratories are in the United States, this 
‘preventing the use of the process by

THE KILMALLOCK CHURCH FIRE 


From Over CorresponDent. 
GALWAY, Tuesday. 


General chaos occurred in Galway to- 
day. Dock labourers, headed by a fife 
and drum band, marched through the city 
all day exhorting Catholic workers in 
various industries to come out on strike. 

Extra drafts of the Civic Guard arrived 
from outlying areas. 

When the s.s. Dun Aingus was about to 

leave on a trip to Ballyvaughan this morn- 
ing, the chief engineer, Mr. Winders, was 
asked to leave, otherwise the boat would 
not be allowed to move out. Mr. Winders 
is a Protestant, and left the boat, which 
sailed without him. 
+ Before one o'clock the strikers visited 
the Galway Foundry and Engineering 
Company at Mill street and called all the 
Catholic workers out. They also called 
out all Catholics at the Connacht Laundry: 
premises and at Galway Woodworkers, 
Earl’s Island, stating that they would not 
be allowed to return until all Protestant 
employés were dismissed. 

A meeting was called for Eyre square 
by the strikers for four o'clock this even- 
ing. At 4.50 the dockers’ fife and drum 
band arrived at the square, followed by a 
procession headed by Messrs. W. Carrick 
and John Healy, Urbau Councillors. The 
procession marched to the top of the 
square, where Messrs. Carrick and Healy 
were approached by Superintendent 
Murphy, whom they told that there would 
be no meeting until eight o'clock to-night. 

Canon Nestor, Father O'Dea and Father 
Cloonan approached the crowd and a con- 
ference took place. After this the band 
and the crowd marched round the square 
and dispersed. 

As the band was passing down. Shop 
street earlier a horse and cart shied and 
went threugh the side window in Messrs. 
Gleeson’s drapery premises, shattering the 
glass. 

Tension is high in the city, and it is 
feared that a general strike may be called. 

Later when the crowd with the band 
reached the E.S B. works and ordered 
the workers out, the workers refused and 
trouble developed. The Guards drew their 
batons atid charged the crowd, who flew 
in all directions, several being injured. 

None of the E.S.B. workers answered the 
crowd's appeal to come out. 


STRIKE TO CONTINUE 


At the meeting held at Eyre square 
to-night, addressed by Messrs. Carrick and 
Healy, urban councillors, it was unant- 
mously decided to continue the strike to- 
morrow. The meeting broke up quietly, 
A scare was created by the placing of a tin 
box outside the door of the Protestant 
church. When the box was investigated by 
the Guards it was found to contain tar. 

Fifty Guards from the Dépét. arrived 
here to-night, -as well as many Guards 
from the outlying areas. 

Civic Guards are to-night patrolling the 
streets as a precautionary measure in case 
there should be any attempt at intimida- 
tion. 

It was learned in Galway early this 
morning that the city had been quiet since 
the crowds dispersed after the meeting in 
the square.

Tt is generally held in Kilmallock that 
the church-burning and the attacks on 
the rectory and two Protestant houses 
were planned and organised. A special 
police guard has been provided for the 
rectory, and patrols in the town have been 
strengthened. 

Speaking of the church-burning, Very 
Rev. Canon Mulcahy, parish priest, said: 
“I was stunned when I heard of this 
irreligious outrage. 1 am sure that the 
people of my parish regret the burning ol 
the church as deeply as I do. There was 
no reason for it, and I am glad of the 
opportunity you give me to express my 
views, which I .otherwise could not do 
publicly before next Sunday. Kilmallock 
has always been rather proud of its 
ancient ruins of the Dominican Priory, a 
scheduled ancient monument, the round 
tower of the seventh or eighth century, 
and the abbey church of which the modern 
Protestant church was part; but this ruin, 
filled with smouldering ashes, ia trebly 
disgraceful to us all, 

‘* Whoever is responsible for the burn- 
ing is guilty of an extremely un-Christian 
act.”

Canon Mulcahy said he had not earlier 
had the ré Cosa but he intended that 
day to call upon the Protestant rector (the 
Rev. Canon Sackville Taylor), who is a 
personal friend, to express his sympathy.

Mr. T. E. F. Bennett, LL.B., a well- 
known Kilmallock solicitor, stated: ‘‘ It 
would seem to me superfluous to condemn 
an act of such meaningless and malicious 
folly. No person in his sane senses could 
even venture to excuse ; for any attempt to 
explain away this outrage would merely be 
an aggravation of the offence. To attempt 
to argue that deeds of this nature can in 
any conceivable manner assist or aid in 
determining the reign of terror in 
Northern Ireland—which is of its very 
essence the outcome of the consistent con- 
fusion of religion and politics by a small 
minority of scoundrel politicians or 
politico-gangsters—would be stupidity of 
the highest calibre. 

‘If we in the South and throughout 
the whole of the Saorstat can devise ro 
better scheme for aiding our unfortunate 
co-religionists in their desperate plight 
than the perpetration of senseless crimes 
such as this, then it would be a better 
thing to abandon them to the fury of their 
oppressors.

OVING, in the Dail last night, for a 
' supplementary estimate of £22,240 
additional to the sum already provided 
for turf development, Mr. 8. mass, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, said 
that £2, was required for increased 
administrative expenses, chiefly due to 
the necessity for strengthening the en- 
ineering and supervising staff of the Turf 
Development Board owing to the increase 
in the number of co-operative turf 
societies, which now numbered 162. It 
was necessary, before the co-operative 
societies were formed, to inquire if the 
were suitable, and that a certain 
return was made for the money spent on 
them. It had also been found necessary 
to make a more detailed survey of some 
bogs. He felt that the time had come to 
amalgamate the functions hitherto per- 
formed by the Irish Agricultural Organisa- 
tion Society with the duties performed by 
the Turf Board, and he took that oppor- 
tunity of expressing appreciation of the 
efforts of the I.A.0.8., who placed their 
wide experience and trained staff at the 
disposal of his Department, and made it 
possible to organise co-operative societies 
quickly. 

A sum of £10,000 we being provided 
for the purchase of storace grounds and 
the erection of sheds; £4,500 for the pur- 
chase of the Turraun Works of the 
Leinster Carbonising Co., Ltd., and £3,000 
for the Turf Board as working capital 
of the Turraun undertaking. 

It would be regrettable, said Mr. Lemass, 
if the physical assets now available in the 
Turraun bog and the great efforts of a 
public spirited Irish engineer—Sir John 
Purser Griffith—should be lost to the 
nation if the enterprise could be con- 
tinued with any hope of success. Sir 
John Griffith; who was now of an advanced 
age, did not feel capable of carrying the 
burden of those experimental works any 
longer. The price at which it had been 
agreed that the Turf Board should take 
over the assets and goodwill of the com- 
pany would make it possible to reduce 
the overhead charges on the capital 
account to a minimum. In view of the 
fact that the Government had in con- 
templation steps to increase the markets 
available, no difficulty was anticipated in 
disposing of the products of the works at 
a reasonable price. 


NEW MACHINERY

as a commercial proposition. It affected 
the livelihood of some sixteen permanent 
and sixty casual employés.

THE TURRAUN PROPERTY 


The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass), in reply, 
said that in order to secure transport at 
anything like economic prices it was neces- 
sary to have the turf packed in bags. 
Advertising was also necessary, if they 
were to secure widespread use of turf. In 
1933 by far the greater quantity of turf 
produced for sale had been sold before the 
end of the year, and there was a scarcity 
of turf. In 1934, however, the weather 
started badly, and also a number of turf 
societies sent forward wet and unsuitable 
turf. The result was that they damaged 
the sale of turf, but they hoped to elimi- 
nate these adverse causes by the punish- 
ment meted out to the societies which sup- 
plied bad turf last year, and by establish- 
ing storage sheds at suitable centres. The 
Board was satisfied that for years to come 
the hand-winning, of turf for fuel was 
going to be an important aspect of their 
work. The organisation of societies to pro- 
duce standard turf to be marketed through 
the coal merchants and the scientific 
research into turf production were being 
carried on side by side. Turraun turf was 
infinitely superior to any other, and the 
Government were acquiring the Turraun 
property at a fraction of its value, and pro- 
posed to carry out the experimental work 
there. Hitherto it had been held up by 
heavy transport costs. Originally it was 
contemplated that electricity should be 
supplied from fuel consisting of Turraun 
briquettes. That scheme had been 
dropped with the development of the 
Shannon Scheme, and the firm then con- 
centrated on the making of briquettes. 

The increase in administrative expenses 
was not entirely due to the increased staff, 
bat arose to a large extent because the. 
staff of the I.4.0.S. was being taken over 
by the Turf Development Board. 


MORE LEGISLATION

JAPAN’S ATTITUDE 


Whilst Japan has ignored the Italian 
Press attacks, the Emperor has sent con- 
gratulations to the Emperor of Abyssinia 
in connection with his forthcoming 44th 
birthday. 

Italy, in the person of her Ambassador 
in Addis-Ababa, has refused to associate 
herself with the celebrations. 

Reuter’s Geneva Correspondent says 
that it is learned there that Japanese 
agents are rushing large quantities of arms 
and ammunition to Djibouti, the French 
seaport on the Red Sea, which is Abys- 
sinia’s outlet to the sea.

LONDON, Tuesday. 

Great Britain will press for a full dis- 
cussion of all aspects of the Italo-Abys- 
sinian dispute when the League Council 
meets. Hope that prior to the League 
meeting diplomatic conversations in Rome 
might reveal some possibilities of a peace- 
ful settlement has now become extremely 
slight. 

It is confidently expected that, as a 
result of the recent conversations between 
M. Laval, the French Piemier, and the 
British Ambassador in Paris, the British 
stand for a full discussion will receive the 
support of France. 


ANNEXATION DEMAND 


During the attempts which. have been 
made in Rome to find a basis of discussion 
it 1s gathered that Italy has not departed 
from es standpoint that nothing short of 
annexation or, at least, political control 
of part or all of Abyssinia would satisfy 
her. ! 

The British Ambassador in Rome (Sir 
Eric Drummond) has been urging upon 
Italy the necessity of stating her case 
against Abyssinia freely at Geneva, but so 
far Italy appears to be reluctant to do so. 
A final refusal to do this could be inter- 
preted as a definite breach of Article 12 
and an open defiance of the League.

A PEACE MOVE 


This was Sir George Clerk's second visit 
to M. Laval since the British Cabinet 
meeting. That he should have paid a 
second call to-day after seeing the Freach 
Premier last evening is taken to indicate 
that the two Governments have been 
straining every nerve to find a formula that 
would prevent an outbreak of hostilities. 

Another significant move was the arrival 
in Paris from Geneva to-day of M. Avenol, 
Secretary-Gencral of the League. The 
last word on fixing the exact date of the 
Council now rests with M. Litvinoff, the 
Soviet Foreign Commissar, who is Presi- 
dent of the League Council. If the League 
Council fails to reach a unanimous report 
the members of the League reserve the 
right to. take such action as they consider 
‘““ necessary for the maintenance of right 
and justice.”’ 

A distinct evolution is discernible in the 
French Press, which now abounds in 
counsels of moderation to Italy and in- 
sistence on the necessity of upholding the 
prestige of the League. 

Mr. Anthony Eden, Minister for League 
of Nations Affairs, will probably leave for 
Geneva at the week-end, as Monday is 
regarded as the most probable date for the 
Council meeting, and in any case it is felt 
that it cannot á longer delayed than the 
earlier part of next week,

“If Germany maintains the rate of 
naval construction of the 1935 building 
programme France will insist on a sub- 
stantial margin of superiority in modern 
ships.’’ This is the opinion expressed to 
Reuter in unofficial naval circles to-day 
following a study of Sir Bolton Eyres 
Monsell's speech in the House last night. 

The First Lord’s statistics showing that 
France’s capital ships are the oldest in the 
world has created a deep impression. The 
lapse of time has done nothing to decrease 
French anxiety over the ae output and 
capacity of German shipyards revealed by 
their 1935 programme. ‘‘At the present 
rate of construction Germany will attain 
35 is cent. of the British Navy in two 
or three years,’” was the opinion expressed. 
“What will she do then? She must 
either go on building or go to war.” 


RELATION TO BRITISH 
STRENGTH 


The French are quite sceptical of 
Germany's intention to remain at 35 per 
cent. of the British strength. The test 
of her sincerity, it is considered, would be 
for her to slow down her rate of building 
to 35 per cent. of Great Britain’s building 
programme, In that case France woul 
have no objection to the Anglo-German 
naval agreement, at least not on technical 
grounds. In view of the present high rate 
of construction, however, it is felt that the 
French margin of superiority to which the 
British First Lord referred is illusory. 


SUBMARINES 


Sir Bolton’s announcement of the dis- 
continuance. of the naval ratios is 
approved, as it is felt that the ratios 
wounded the national pride of several 
countries and tended to increase arma- 
ments. Bilateral conversations with the 
British Government on a future conven- 
tion have been proceeding for the past 
year. 

Mr. Lloyd George’s suggestion that 
France might, under the new circum- 
stances, agree to the abolition of sub- 
marines is discounted. The French view 
on the value of submarines is unchanged 
since the London Conference. Apropos the 
German declaration that she will not use 
submarines against commerce, it is pointed 
out that France signed the convention for 
the humane use of submarines at the 
London Conference.

CLEARING THE 
GROUND 


———- 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes: There was more reality in yester- 
day’s debate. upon the special areas than 
in most parliamentary diseussions of un- 
employment. The reason is that, by 
common consent, the worst features and 
consequences of unemployment are to be 
found in these areas, and that, though 
the Labour Party makes its usual assertion 
that there can be no substantial ameliora- 
tion of conditions there without a complete 
recasting of our social and economic 
system, almost everyone realises in his 
heart of hearts that here is a special 
problem which calls for special methods. 

The general sense that this problem is 
not so desperate as to ruleyout any remedy 
was certainly responsible for the im- 

atience shown by many members in the 
Náis of Commons yesterday. The new 
Minister of Labour could hardly have been 
expected to announce decisions on great 
matters of policy; but the experiment of 
appointing special commissioners has now 
had its period of probation. After six 
months’ experience some idea can be 
formed of what results it can achieve on 
present lines. The Prime Minister him- 
self has done a good deal to focus public 
attention on the special areas. The time 
has certainly come to turn this attention 
towards action, and there is a further 
reason for prompt action in the fact 
that it is the only possible reply to the 
charges of apathy and complacency upon 
which Mr. Lloyd George is trying to build 
up new political alignments. His recep- 
tion of the Government’s comments upon 
his plans has, at least, the merit of clear- 
ing the ground. It confirms the suspicion 
that, from the very beginning of his recent 
activities, he has been seeking means to 
obtain a powerful position in the next 
House of Commons. 

There is, of course, nothing improper in 
a statesman, whatever may be his reputa- 
tion for destroying his political associates, 
in trying to gather a new party round 
him, and Mr. Lloyd George’s friends will 
doubtless find excuses for a rather 
nauseating attempt to invest his latest 
campaign with the trappings of im- 
partiality and devotion to Christian 
principles, But his new party, when, and 
if, it 1s formed, and his policy must pass 
just the same test as the policy of the 
Labour Party.

THE UNEMPLOYED 


The unemployment problem is becoming 
complicated by the fact that about 500 or 
600 persons who have not been dismissed 
from employment are signing on at the 
Labour Exchanges. These people are 
Catholics who, as the result of intimida- 
tion, are afraid to return to their work, 
and between three and four hundred are 
from the Queen’s Island shipyards. 

No Catholics at all reported for duty in 
the shipyards this morning, several of 
them having been advised by friendly 
fellow-workers that they had better stop 
out until “ after the trouble blows over.”’ 

The various trade unions have advised 
their members to sign on for unemploy- 
ment benefit, but on inquiry at the 
Ministry of Labour I was informed that 
the Minister (Mr. J. M. Andrews) had 
made no decision as to whether these 
people would be entitled to benefit or not, 
since no precedent has been established. 
The general opinion, however, is that that 
relief will have to be given to them in 
some form or other, at least until things 
quiet down, and the men and women drift 
back to their usual employment. 

Raids by the police for arms and 
ammunition, and to arrest persons sus- 
pected of participation in the riots of the 
past ten days are being continued. Most 
of these raids take place in the early 
hours of the morning. 


LORD CHIEF JUSTICE’S 
WARNING 


A threat to inflict heavy sentences on 
persons convicted before him in cases 
arising out of the recent riots was made 
by the Lord Chief Justice of Northern 
Ireland (Sir William Moore), in his 
address to the Grand Jury at the opening 
of the City Commission here this morning. 

““In times of trouble such as the 
present,” he declared, “‘ greater attention 
has to be paid to the deterrent element of 
sentences, and so, if people are properly 
convicted before me for offences arisinz 
out of the riots, I feel disposed to treat 
them with the reasonable rigour of the 
law. Let there be no mistake about it; 
they have earned it.’’ 

The Lord Chief Justice added that he 
considered that he was justified in saying 
that the law-breakers were divided into two 
camps—the irreconcilables on each side. 
men who would defy their own leaders and 
clisobey those leaders, both temporal and 
spiritual; when who hated their neigh- 
bour for the love of God, and carried on 
a. bitter vendetta. Then there was a third 
class, who could be called ' camp 
followers,’’ people who were not concerned 
in either politics or religion, but who 
‘were out for pillage and loot. Unfor- 
tunately, this class had grown during the 
past few weeks, and there were people. who 
wanted to have the feud continued because 
it gave them an opportunity of fishing in 
troubled waters.
